The Eightieth (JeneraI Assembly of Ohio convened today 
in extraordinary session in response to the proclamation of 
Governor Gox. 
Under the constitution of tin* state, since its last amend­ 
ment, the General Assembly is limited 
in 
the subjects to 
he considered to those stated by the Governor in the proclama­ 
tion calling the extraordinary session or in subsequent procla­ 
mations dr messages, transmitted by the Governor to the Gen­ 
eral Assembly. 
This is the lirst time tic* General Assembly bas convened 
in extraordinary session since tic* constitution of the state was 
amended so as to limit the jurisdiction. 
A long drawn out session and the introduction of numer­ 


ous ‘ new bills’' is not to be expected. The General Assembly 
will have no power to enact and for that reason no incentive to 
initiate and discuss any new laws. 
There are nine subjects to which the Governor has direct­ 
ed the attention of the General Assembly and with reference 
to which he desires and recommends legislative action. 
The first one is a change in the laws creating and main­ 
taining the public school system, the second is the relations he- 
iween coal mine operators and miners, the weighing of coal 
at the mines and a guarantee of a measurable portion to the 
consumer. 
And through the list, a Change iii tin* election laws to pro­ 
vide for a direct election of United State Senators 
at 
the 
primaries, the repeal of the 1914 appropriations bill for the 
purpose of effecting economies, 
A revision of the automobile law so as to place the rev­ 
enues derived iu the Highway Department provisions to safe­ 
guard and protect the initiative* and referendum, the placing of 
nil revenues derived bv the departments in the State Treasury 
each week. 
A revision of the hanking laws to enable state hanks to 
adjust themselves to the provisions of the federal currency bill 
mid 
provisions to 
enable municipalities 
to 
issue 
bonds 
incase of ownership of public utilities where they are selfsup­ 
porting. 
These are the subjects therefore and the only subjects as 
yet, with reference to which legislative action may he taken. 
The legislation enacted by the present General Assembly at 
its regular session included a large number of advanced meas­ 
ures and it is not the purpose of the Governor at this extra­ 
ordinary session to ask the enactment of new measures. 
Pile General Assembly is convened to take whatever action 
is necessary to render existing laws effective. 
Experience with the initiative and the referendum during 
the last spring and summer has taught that those privileges 
which the people retained for themselves should 
he 
safe­ 
guarded against abuse bv dishonest individuals. 
Neither the Governor nor the members of the General As­ 
sembly have evinced any intention or desire to take up new 
laws and in this they are entirely iii accord wit Ii public opinion. 
< diio has taken advanced ground iii the m atter of progres­ 
sive legislation and it is the desire of all that the new laws be 
given a thorough trial by actual test before any new subjects 
are taken up. 
1 he present extraordinary session is important and should 
r»<* harmonious throughout and will, iii all probability, he soon
